7650-1962-S,  dated 
C0I3/IITTjd,E      January  10,  1962,  authorizing  Martin  Snipper  to  make  a 
survey  of  art  work  available  in  museums  to  be  used  in 

public  buildings,  Martin  Snipper  presented  the  following 

report : 

"On  December  18,  1961,  Art  Commissioner  Gardner  Mo in  sent  letters  to 
the  mayor  and  Mr.  Harold  L.  Zellerbach,  President  of  the  Art  Commiss- 
ion, suggesting  that  a  possible  source  of  art  work  with  which  to  embell- 
ish the  city's  buildings,  might  be  found  in  those  "surplus"  works  of 
art  now  stored  in  various  museums  of  the  city.   The  following  report 
presents  the  results  of  the  Survey,  together  with  relevant  remarks  - 
both  as  to  background  and  problems  to  be  anticipated  in  initiating  any 
program  in  this  respect. 

SURVEY  (PL  YOUNG  MUCLUM) 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Survey,  only  the  three  principal  museums  were 
contacted;  the  M.  H.  De  Young  Memorial  Museum,  the  California  Palace  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art.   The  first 
two  are  city  museums  while  the  Museum  of  Art  is  privately  supported 
and  receives  only  nominal  funds  from  the  city. 

The  role  and  age  of  a  museum  not  onl"  determines  its  character,  but 
the  type  of  material  finding  its  way  into  the  various  collections 
composing  the  museum.   Conversly,  the  development  of  a  museum's  role 
and  character  results  in  a  work  finding  its  way  out  of  a  collection 
and  into  dead  storage <, 

The  De  Young  Museum  is  the  oldest  of  the  three  museums,  having  been 
founded  in  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  century.   It  functions  as  a 
cultural  depository  -  maintaining  a  permanent  display  of  material 
deemed  significant  in  tracing  man's  historic  development.   Its 
collections,  therefore,  are  as  varied  as  those  activities  of  man  which 
call  for  an  aesthetic  attitude;  from  armor,  costumes,  ceramics,  and 
furniture  to  that  of  painting,  sculpture,  silver  and  glass.   From 
Indian  basketry  to  Siamese  fabrics.   Temporary  exhibitions  are  of 
secondary  importance  by  contrast  with  the  San  Francisco  Museum,  which 
is  essentially  an  Exhibition  Gallery.   There,  constantly  changing 
exhibits,  are  the  rule.  Minor  emphasis  is  placed  upon  acquiring  a 
permanent  collection,  and  there  are  no  permanent  displays. 

Because  the  De  Young  was  the  only  musoum  for  many  years,  its  collec- 
tions had  the  character  of  many  small  town  museums  -  a  potpourri  -  a 
miscellaneous  grouping  of  art,  reproductions,  and  artifacts  -  an 
attempted  breadth  and  a  lack  of  depth. 

As  the  museum  matured  over  the  years,  greater  selectivity  was  brought 
to  bear.  New  material  and  better  examples  were  acquired  along  with 
more  comprehensive  collections.   The  older  isolated  objects  - 
questionable  pieces,  copies  and  curios  were  relegated  to  dead  storage, 
along  with  those  paintings  once  highly  regarded  by  relatively  unsoph- 
isticated and  provincal  donors;  now  thought  to  be  lacking  artistic 
value  and  devoid  of  significance  by  todays  aesthetic  sensibilities  or 
even  as  an  expression  of  that  particular  era. 
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Mc-rch  5,  1962. 
Snipper  report  -  continued 

"Since  the  museum  is  city  owned.  -  disposal  of  its  surplus  and  discarded 
material  is  bound  up  in  city  regulations;  causing  a  major  problem; 
piling  up  a  massive  conglomeration  of  caot-offs,  impossible  to 
unburden  rnd  too  burdensome  to  keep.   It  is  this  materiel  which  the 
museum  would  offer  for  the  Art  Coamission  use. 

Miss  Ninfr  Volvo,  Curator  of  Printings  -  indicated  in  a  general  way 
which  paintings  the  museum  would  release  on  indefinite  loan.   The  bulk 
of  thorn  ore  from  the  last  half  of  the  19  "1  century  and  only  20th.   They 
are  no  longer  exhibited.   Sentimental  Eu:  o Tean  pieces  -  in  the  heavy 
gilt  frames  characteristically  used,  prec  *)L  inote.   The  American  group 
of  the  period  are  being  reserved  for  muse  ttp  which  are  interested  in 
that  particular  area  and  era.   Among  the   a  ntings  however,  are  several 
that  could  be  utilized  -  American  and  San  Fj  ancisco  paintings  of  the 
1930's  ~.nd  1940's.   These  are  generally  f:.gi  native  pieces  typical  of 
the  time.   There  are  a  few  19th  centavy   1  md -capes  that  are  inoffensive 
and  could  also  be  used  -  but  they  should  do  'efremed.   The  massive  gilt 
frames  would  not  only  depress  the  atmosphere  of  an  office,  but  are 
oppressive  insofar  as  the  pictures  themsolvst  are  concerned.  (A  complete 
listing  of  artists  and  titles  is  not  offered  lerein  -  since  it  is 
meaningless  without  viewing  the  pictures.   Further,  Miss  Valvo  could  not 
commit  the  museum  as  to  which  pictures  would  ie  given  at  this  time). 

Mr.  Graham  Keith,  Curator  of  Decorative  Arts,  pointed  out  the  tupe  and 
range  of  articles  felling  within  his  jurisdic  don.   They  numbered  in 
the  hundreds  and  ranged  from  over  life  size  p.  aster  and  bronze  repro- 
ductions of  Greek  and  Roman  sculpture,  througl  19th  century  bronze  and 
marble  sculpture.   It  included  such  diverse  i'  ems  as  Chinese  Scholar 
Chairs,  European  painted  chests,  ceramics  (Gr« ek,  Orient  1  and  Pre- 
Columbian)  , weapons  -  South  Pacific  canoes  -  wi  rving  and  embroidery  - 
water  color  renderings  of  flora  and  birds,  thrs  ugh  inlaid  tables, 
furniture,  candelabras,  and  costumes. 

I  was  told  that  Mr.  Archie  Wedemeyer,  Supervisor  of  Art  for  the  School 
District,  had  gone  through  the  material  and  tagged  everything  which 
the  public  schools  could  use. 

SAN  FAANCIGCO  MUSEUM  OF  ART: 

As  pointed  out  above  -  the  San  Francisco  Museum  is  primarily  en 
Exhibition  Museum;  further  it  is  not  only  newer,  but  more  specialized. 
While  on  occasion  it  might  exhibit  examples  of  contemporary  crafts  and 
design,  its  first  concern  and  its  collection  is  that  of  contemporary 
painting,  sculpture  and  prints.   Mr.  George  Culler,  the  Director  of 
the  Museum,  stated  that  although  it  was  a  private  museum,  he  was  sure 
they  would  cooperate  if  a  program  dev. loped.   The  museum  itself  had 
contemplated  -  providing  funds  were  obtained  -  to  re-asses  its 
collection  and  divide  it  into  two  broad  classifications.   The 
primary  collection  would  consist  of  those  valued  paintings  which  are 
put  on  display  from  time  to  time  or  loaned  to  other  museums.   These 
would  remain  in  the  constant  possession  of  the  museum,   A  secondary 
collection  would  be  formed  of  those  works  seldom,  or  never,  used. 
These  would  be  loaned  to  various  institutions. 

The  collection  is  poor  in  sculpture.   A  number  of  paintings,  particular- 
ly those  by  San  Francisco  artists  of  the  1920's,  1930 's  and  19A0's 
could  be  available,  together  with  a  great  number  of  watercolors,  prints 
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Snipper  report  -  continued  March  5-1962. 

"end  drawings  from  the  srme  period.   Paintings  by  Ruth  Armor,  Lucien 
Labaudt,  John  Howard,  William  Gau,  George  Harris,  Piazooni,  Edward 
Bruce,  Charles  S.  Duncan,  Don?  Kingman,  Ray  Boynton,  were  among  those 
mentioned. 

LEGION  Q?  HONoa  IIUCOUM : 

The  California  Polece  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  is  also  a  newer  museum. 
Its  scope  is  broader  than  that  of  the  San  Francis cc  Museum  and  narrower 
than  the  De  Young.   It  contains  permanent  displays  as  well  as  transient 
exhibits.   Because  of  its  youth  and  limited  scope,  its  stock  is  relative- 
ly ;!clean".   Mr.  Howe,  the  Director,  said  that  they  had  nothing  th  t 
would  fit  into  our  program;  -  "There  arc  a  couple  of  paintings  which  the 
museum  finds  unfit,  but  in  my  estimation  they  would  also  be  until  for 
other  walls'1. 

CONCLUSION : 

In  summarizing  the  material  available,  it  would  seem  thrt  the  primary 
source  of  paintings  would  be  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art  -  augmented 
by  several  from  the  De  Young  Museum.   While  this  group  would  not 
represent  current  trends  in  art,  they  have  a  contemporaneous  quality 
end  vitality  -  sufficient  enough  to  place  in  public  buildings.   It  is 
most  important  that  the  Art  Commission  excercise  its  authority  in 
selecting  the  material.   In  most  cases  these  printings  have  ended  up  in 
the  basement,  becouso  in  the  considered  judgment  of  the  museum  personnel 
they  have  been  found  wanting.   The  Art  Commission  should  jealously 
guard  its  position  of  concern  for  the  aesthetic  life  of  the  community  by 
refusing  to  festoon  the  city's  walls  with  the  totters  of  a  bygone  era. 
It  should  bo  thought  of  as  a  stop-gap  measure  -  pending  the  acquisition 
of  more  meaningful  and  significant  works,  and  not  in  lieu  of  it.   The 
Commission  should  insist  upon  expanding  its  purchase  program,  (•which  has 
aire  dy  resulted  in  a  collection  it  may  well  take  pride  in),  with  a. 
view  to  supplanting  the  older  works  as  so^n  as  possible.   The  Commission 
ought  t3  make  clear,  that  in  its  view  each  age  finds  its  own  cultural 
expression  and  that  the  work  of  contemporary  artists  should  be  of  the 
greatest  significance  to  the  people.   To  take  any  other  position  is 
tantamount  to  a  Public  Library  refusing  to  buy  any  current  literature  - 
replying  upon  reprints  of  18th  and  19th  century  writers . 

As  to  the  sculpture  and  Decorative  Arts  items  of  the  De  Young  Museum  - 
there  are  many  pieces  capable  of  being  utilized  -  if  not  for  their 
artistic  merit  -  than  for  their  associative  value.   For  example  -  a 
heroic  size  marble  figure  of  Lincoln  could  be  placed  at  Lincoln  High 
School.   An  Italian  marble  bust  of  Dante  could  be  placed  in  an  Italian 
Language  Classroom,  nor  would  it  be  amiss  to  discretely  use  reproductions 
of  Greek  classical  antiquities,  as  was  once  the  case. 

Small  collections  of  ancient  artifacts  -  substandard  by  Museum  standards- 
could  be  assembled  and  circulated  for  considerable  lengths  of  time, 
through  schools  and  institutions.   Again  a  number  of  vases  could  be 
utilized  in  public  ofiices,  etc., 

PROGRAM 

The  following  procedure  is  recommended  should  a  disbursal  program 
develop.   The  museums  should  be  contacted  and  definitely  commit 
themselves  as  to  which  pieces  would  be  loaned.   The  respective  Board  of 
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"Trustees  should  then  pass  enabling  resolutions  to  this  effect.   Since 
the  various  museums  are  short-handed  and  ill  equipped,  it  would  seen 
advisable  for  the  Art  Commission  to  act  as  agents  for  the  museums. 
Upon  the  action  of  the  Trustees,  those  works  selected  by  the  Art 
Commission  would  be  removed  to  a  central  clearing  point.   Letters  can 
then  be  sent  to  all  city  offices,  buildings  and  departments  notifying 
them  of  the  availability  of  the  art  work.   Free  choice  should  be 
offered  in  the  natter  of  selection.   Either  a  representative  of  the 
department  or  office  would  view  the  paintings  and  indicate  a  preference, 
or  the  Commission  could  select  in  their  behalf,  the  placing  or  hanging 
of  the  paintings  to  be  under  the  guidance  of  the  co.  mission.   It  would 
be  advisable  for  the  commission  to  also  form  small  exhibits  of  decora- 
tive art  materials  and  "sell"  these  to  likely  agencies.   A  detailed 
inventory  end  record  of  loan  should  be  maintained  in  the  office  of  the 
Art  Commission,  as  well  as  informing  each  museum  where  a  particular 
work  has  been  placed. 

BUDGET  -  a  budget  to  carry  out  the  program  will  include  the  following: 
"(1)  Fa  id  professional  services  of  one  caretaker  and  advisor.   (2) 
Insurance  on  works  of  art  (Museums  as  a  rulo  do  not   insure  works  in 
the  permanent  collection.   (3)  Cost  of  transportation  (removing  works 
from  museums  and  delivering  to  various  location).   (4)  Cost  of  framing, 
repairing  or  mounting  art  works.  (5)  Fabricating,  buying  or  renting  of 
glass  cases  and  material  for  display  purposes.  (6),  Miscellaneous  - 
to  include  cost  Df  mailing,  hardware  (nails,  wire,  etc.,)  hourly 
services  of  secretary  to  type  letters  and  records;  hourly  services  of 
labor  to  carry  out  and  deliver  art  works,  etc., 

Since  a  dollrr  and  cents  budget  has  not  been  called  for,  it  is  not 
offered.   The  preceding  items  are  meant  solely  to  indicate  the 
budgetary  requirements  for  this  type  of  program.

Mr.  Martin  Snipper,  Director  of  the  Festival,  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  submitted  the  following  covering  the  sales 
attendance  of  the  1962  Art  Festival: 

"1.  SALES  -  Total  sales  by  artists  and  craftsmen  amounted  to 

$23,064.00.  Of  this  amount,  the  general,  public  purchased 
$20,364.00,  and  the  Art  Commission  purchased  $3,500  in 
purchase  awards. 

The  figure  of  $23,864.00  represents  a  new  high  in  the  16 
year  history  of  the  Arts  Festival.  For  the  first  time, 
purchase  of  paintings  and  prints  almost  eoualled  sales 
for  ceramics,  jewelry,  and  metal  work.  For  instance,  the 
Artists  Cooperative  Gallery  sold  17  paintings  during  the 
Festival,  and  the  Society  of  '"estern  Artists,  seven.  In 
1961,  the  Artists  Cooperative  sold  only  seven,  and  the 
Society  of  Western  Artists  only  two.  There  were   numerous 
sales  by  individual  painters  as  well  as  by  painters  with 
other  affiliated  art  groups. 

2.  ATTENDANCE  -  Estimated  attendance  for  the  1962  Arts  Festival  also 

set  a  record  for  the  16  year  old  history  of  the  event.  A 
survey  of  cmwds  beginning  "fe<1nesday  through  Sunday, 
indicated  that  more  than  220,000  people  saw  the  Festival. 
The  1962  event  was  blessed  with  unusually  good  weather, 
both  day  and  evening,  until  Sunday  at  6:00  p.m.,  when  a 
cold  northwest  wind,  along  with  fog,  hit  the  Festival  and 
sharply  curtailed  attendance,  which  was  at  record 
levels  Sunday  from  10:00  a.m.,  until  the  fog  hit. 

3.  TIIKFTS  -  Thefts  at  the  1962  Arts  Festival  were  at  their  lowest. 

Only  one  item,  to  our  knowledge,  has  been  unaccounted  for. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  theft  problem  at  the  Fulton  Street 
Mall  has  been  the  lowest  for  any  area  where  we  have  held 
the  Festival."

■H|    The  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  SepteMber  1,  1962 

The  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  during  1962  continued  to  broaden  and  expand 
Its  municipal  governmental  role  in  projects  and  programs  for  public  benefit  and 
civic  beautification. 

During  the  past  12  months  the  Art  Commission  worked  in  close  cooperation  with 
other  departments  of  municipal  government  and  with  civio,  professional,  and  art 
-""•os,  on  projects  in  connection  wit*  San  Franeiseo'fl  maltl-edllion  dollar  afrie 
building  program,  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  annual  Pops  concert 
season,  and  the  annual  outdoor  municipal  Arts  Festival. 

Mr.  Harold  L.  Zellerbach,  distinguished  business  executive  and  civic  leader, 
continued  as  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission,  a  position  be  has  held 
since  his  aTrocintment  in  19U8,  along  with  vice-oresident  John  K.  Hagopian  and  Art 
Commission  members  Bernard  C.  Begley,  K.D. j  Mrs.  Albert  Campodonicoj  Nell  Sin ton; 
Betty  Jackson;  William  5.  Knuthf  Burton  Rockwell j  Mark  Harris j  and  Joseph 
5aheriok.  In  addition,  their  contribution  received  substantial  support  from  ex- 
officio  members,  Vayor  George  Christopher j  the  president  of  the  California  Palace 
of  the  Legion  of  Honcrj  the  president  6f  the  City  Planning  Cocmission;  the  presi- 
dent of  the  M.  H.  deloung  Memorial  Museum}  the  president  of  the  Public  Library 
Gosmissionj  and  the  ^resident  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission. 

Following  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  1962  Art  Coraaission's  program i 
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The  1962  midsummer  Pops  concert  season,  with  llaestro  Arthur  r iedler  of 
Boston  as  guest  conductor  of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra,  continued 
to  draw  capacity  audiences  to  the  Civic  Auditorius..  Unaer  charter  amendment 
voted  by  the  people  of  San  Francioco  in  1935 *  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
authorised  to  set  aside  one -half  cent  of  the  tax  rate  for  the  use  of  the  Art 
Commission  in  assisting-  and  maintaining  San  Francisco's  distinguished  symphony 
orchestra,  oince  19S1,  this  support  has  been  utilised  in  the  development  of  the 
midsummer  Pops  festival  at  Civic  Auditorium  directed  by  Maestro  Arthur  Fiedler, 
who  has  achieved  international  fame  with  his  Pops  performances  in  Boston.  This 
program  was  initiated  under  the  leadership  of  Mr*  Zellerbach  and  has  gained  in 
popularity  each  year* 

In  the  1962  season  just  completed,  the  Art  Commission  again  presented  10 
concerts  at  Civic  Auditorium,  most  of  which  were  sold  out  before  concert  time* 
The  1962  Pops  season  marked  the  end  of  a  12  -year  era  in  the  Civio  Auditorium,  in 
which  Castro  Arthur  Fiedler  attracted  nearly  a  million  attendees  to  the  series. 
It  also  marked  the  last  time  the  Pops  concerts  would  be  held  in  the  "old"  auditorium 
inasmuch  as  the  Civic  Auditorium  will  be  shut  down  for  two  years  for  major  rehabili- 
tation. The  Commission,  meantime,  is  searching  for  a  new  site  for  the  19^3  and  19oh 
seasons,  to  accommodate  the  large  audience  which  has  been  built  up  for  this  activity. 

Through  the  Pops  concerts  the  Art  Commission  fulfills  a  two-fold  objective! 

(1)  to  present  the  best  of  the  young  Bay  Area  performers  in  debut  concerts  with  the 

San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra;  and  (2)  to  present  the  San  Francisoo  Symphony 

Orchestra  to  mass  audiences  at  tne  lowest  prices  possible.  The  Art  Commission  again 

maintained  its  traditional  price  structure  of  30*  to  v2.35.  This  was  hailed  in 

editorials  in  the  leading  San  Francisco  newspapers,  as  "America's  finest  .-nusic 

bargain.1' 
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ARTS  FESTIVAL 

The  annual  Arte  Festival's  program,  now  In  its  loth  year.,  has  also  shown 
the  same  measure  of  growth  as  the  anisic  program.  Under  the  direction  of  Joan  K. 
Hagopian,  Chairman  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  both  participation  and  attendance 
of  the  annual  free  Arts  Festivals  have  increased  from  year  to  year* 

The  1961  Festival,  held  at  the  Fulton  Street  Hall  at  Civic  Center, 
September  21  -  2U,  was  distinguished  by  a  generally  higher  quality  of  arte, 
crafts,  and  sculpture  than  had  been  exhibited  before.  This  was  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  Art  Commission  prescription  for  a  series  of  screening 
committees  to  jury  all  submissions  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  crafts  in  order 
to  elevate  the  artistic  standard  of  the  Arts  Festival,  and  to  present  a  more 
accurate  cross-section  of  Bay  Area  art.  The  procedure,  instituted  in  1959,  again 
met  the  complete  cooperation  and  approval  of  participating  art  groups  and  unaffili- 
ated artists  and  won  acclaim  from  newspaper  critics  and  laymen.  Some  *3»000  in 
muoioipal  purchase  awards  were  made  in  arts  and  crafts.  Attendance  at  the  1961 
Festival  again  neared  the  quarter-million  mark. 

The  1962  Festival,  scheduled  for  the  same  site  on  September  20  -  23*  will 
continue  the  same  screening  process  and  is  expected  to  attract  the  participation 
of  some  3*000  painters,  sculptors,  and  craftsmen  from  the  nine  Bay  Area  oounties. 
The/will  be  competing  for  *3»500  in  municipal  purchase  awards. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Zellerbach,  the  San  Francisco  ^rt  Commission  has 
been  entrusted  with  ••257,000  from  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  to  conduct 
one  of  the  largest  international  sculpture  competitions  ever  held.  The  competition 
is  for  art  enrichment  of  San  Francisco's  Civic  Center  Plaza.  A  professional  advisor 
and  competition  director  has  been  retained  by  the  Art  Commission  to  program  and 
conduct  the  competition,  in  which  sculptors  and  artists  from  all  over  the  world 
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will  be  invited  to  participate. 

Also,  negotiations  are  presently  under  nay  with  the  Onief  Administrative 
Officer  in  regard  to  working  out  program  and  details  for  a  projected  $17,000 
aural  and  sculpture  competition  for  trie  aeathetie  enrichment  of  the  new  munici- 
pal hall  of  Justice*  competition  will  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  San 
Francisco  *rt  Commission  and  a  professional  advisor  will  be  retained  for  this 
purpose. 

MUNICIPAL  BAND 

The  Municipal  Band  is  supported  by  funds  provided  by  the  San  Francisco 
Art  Commission. 

The  **inicioal  Band  during  the  past  12  months  again  participated  in  the 
many  civic  and  social  functions  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  including  a  variety 
of  concerts  in  San  Francisco  parks  and  squares,  museums,  civic  celebrations, 
parades,  and  receptions.  It  continues  under  the  able  leadership  of  John  Afendras. 

MUNICIPAL  CHORUS 

The  i-ianicipal  Chorus,  under  the  long-term  direction  of  Or.  Hans  Lesohke, 
maintained  its  position  as  an  outstanding  musical  organisation.  During  the  1962 
Pops  Festival,  the  Wunioipal  Chorus,  joined  by  the  San  Francisco  State  College 
Chorus,  performed  Chorus  of  the  Fairies  from  "Msrry  Wives  of  Windsor"  by  Nioolai, 
and  three  choruses  from  "Eugene  Onegin"  by  Tchaikowsky. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

The  Civic  Design  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Joseph  Bsherick,  AIA, 
continued  to  work  in  cooperation  with  other  city  commissions  and  agencies  in  its 
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review  of  San  Francisco's  major  park  and  building  projects. 

Among  plans  and  specifications  during  the  1962  fiscal  year,  were  such  projects 
as  the  new  underground  garage  at  Portsmouth  iquare,  renewal  and  rehabilitation 
program  for  Olvie  Auditorium,  the  new  Lowell.  High  School,  the  new  South  Terminal 
Building  and  garage  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  as  well  as  public  schools,  fire- 
nouses,  recreation  centers,  field  houses,  parks,  and  plazas.
